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THE REVIVAL OF LOUIS THE XIruj 


AT THE PRINCESS’S THEATRE.

As Louis XI., Mr. Charles Kean has 
perfected an absolute triumph; we say it, 
without the least hesitation, that in that 
character he stands by himself—that he is 
sen ame a not another actor 
in England could rival him. His concep- 
tion is so thorough, and it is so consum- 
mated, that not a single flaw, not even so 
much as a warp, can be discovered, by the 
most astute critic, in his enaction. Joined 
with his ruthless barbarities, his wretched 
triumph in oppressing others, his wily de- 
ception, and villanous treachery, his in- 
tense horror at his own approaching 
dissolution, his adoration to the church for 
his soul, and his absolute worship of his 
physician, Coitier, fcr his body,—we have 
yet a quaintness, a turn to the character, 
that electrifies us, and brings out, in full 
lustre, the genius of the actor! From the 
very first scene to the last, that Mr. 
Charles Kean is in, it is so—the King in 
the actor never loses one jot of incident or 
interest. ‘The scene where he comes 
among his people, again where he tempts 
Tristan |'Hermite to murder the Duke de 
Nemours, where subsequently Nemours is 
arrested, and aga@in where he is confronted 
by the young duke in his bedchamber, are 
something too much for criticism; in the 
words of a contemporary his Lous XI, 
throughout “ is a striking picture, painted 
in the bold way which accepts none but 
the brightest colours of the prism, after 
the manner of the old illuminators, but 
none the less striking for that.” True, 
and it is by reason of that boldness, of that 
choice of the prism, that Mr. Charles Kean 
has produced so powerful a positive, so 
thorough a picture. The same worthy 
contemporary says “ There is not one 
fault in the actor, who depicts the mind 
of an old king, as the illuminators would 
have shown his body to us and completely 
hides under the work his own identity.” 
Also from the same contemporary, (the 








Examiner). “ Louis XI. is the chief per- 

son of the play.” Ofcourse Louis XI. 

is the “chief,” but then Louis himself 

does not ‘ constitute ’ the play; there are 

other characters very powerfully drawn, 

and which contribtutes to its success; for 

instance there is Jaques Coitier, Louis’ 

physician (so powerfully and so cleverly 

pourtrayed by that efficient actor, Mr. 

Ryder, which is 2 masterpiece of imagina- 

tion ; the power which he exercises of the 

actions of the king is a most distinguished 

feature in the play. Hardly less in power 

of imagination is drawn the part of the 
Duke de Nemours, whose undying love 
for his murdered father cannot fail to 

awake those better feelings of our common 

nature, and who finds a most fit repre- 

sentative in that persevering and gentle- 
manly actor, Mr. J. F. Cathcart, whose 
performance iu some portions of the play 

is far above the average standard. ‘T’hese 
two parts, then, have much to do with the 

play, and the working out of the plot. 
Not deficient either in merit or as aux- 
iliaries to the play are Philipe de Comi- 
nes (represented with much judgment and 
discretion by Mr. Graham); Francois de 
Paule (the religious peg upon which Loius 
hangs the hope of his soul's deliverance 
from purgatory, even as he relies upon the 
hygienic skill of Coitier, to repair him 
bodily when seized with aches and pains 
correctly represented by the veteran Mr. 
Cooper ; and the villanous tool of Louis’ 
evil designs ‘Tristan |’Hermite (performed) 
with a suitable aspect to the character by 
Mr. H. Mellond.) The play is only de- 
ficient in the female characters, M. 
Cassimir Delavigne did not trouble himself 
in this respect, perhaps because historical 
accuracy did not warrant the introduction 
of a special heroine. The part of Marie is 
simple, and perhaps a fair specimen of 
feminine excellence, but she does not as- 
sume the role of a heroine, although very 
prettily performed by Miss Heath. 


Louis XIth has thus added one more 
laurel to the wreath which Mr. Charles 
Kean has so justly earned through a life 
of industry, backed by histrionic qualities 
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of the first water. ‘This powerfully drawn 
character has been a crowning point in his 
theatrical career, and is itself sufficient for 
bis reputation. Louis XIth will be asso- 
ciated with the name of Charles Kean as 
much as Hamlet, and several others of his 
most favourite characters. 


PROVINCIALS. 

Liverpool.—Theatre Royal.—Yester- 
day evening ‘the’ Vandenhoff made a 
most effective personation of Sir Pertinax 
Macsycophant. Time works wonders with 
this theatrical phenomenon; but correc’ 
conception and a gentlemanly and mental 
ordeal, is a powerful antagonist against 
the sands of life. 

Royal Amphitheatre.—The success that 
attends Barry Sullivan’s engagement is 
substantial proof that he progresses in 
esteem with the public. On Friday, he 
captivated a brilliant house with his Mel- 
notte. On Saturday, as the Moor, he was 
a transcript of his prior abilities. On 
Monday, Glo’s'er found a worthy repre- 
sentative in him. He appears throughout 
the week in a choice selection of charac- 
ters,—in all of which he will maintain his 
pretensions as a ‘ prince’ of the drama. 
We are but too happy to congratulate 
Mr. Copeland on the triumph he has 
achieved over a brace of ‘ worthies’ (?) 
why, assuming the garb of gentlemen, 
have condescended to the parallel of 
Jesuitical informers, jealous of the straight- 
forward success of Mr. Copeland. ‘ What 
has become of the funds that have accu- 
mulated, in a certain musical building, 
that professes to mark the man a better 
mechanic, and the mechanic a better man ?’ 
The magistrate took a comprehensive view 
of such a frivolous imputation, and, gen- 
tlemanlike, ignored the dastardly and 
sneaking insinuations of a son of Vulcan 
and a god of thieves (Mercury). A due
